The Kings of England had antiently but 
one Secretary of State , until about the 
end of Henry the Bight hts Reign, jit was 
thought ft , that weighty ahd important 
Office should be difcharged by two Per-~ 
fons , both of equal authority , and both 
ftiled Principal Secretaries of State In thofe 
days’, and fome white after , they {ate*not 
at Council Board, but having prepared 
their bufinefs in a Room adjoyning to the 
Council-Chamber , they came in, and 
ftood on either hand of the King; and no- 
thing was debated at the Table , until the 


Secretaries had gone through with thert 


Propofals. But Queen Elizabeth feldom 
coming to Council, that Method was ala 
tered , and thetwo Secretaries took their 
places as Privy Counfellors 5 which Dig- 
nity they haye retained and enjoyed ever 
fince: and 2 Council is feldom or never 
held without the prefence of one of them 
at the Jeaft. 

Their employment being of” extraordi-

King , upon whom they attend every day as 
cecafion requires; and of the Subjedts alfoy 
whofe requefts and defires are for the moft

As for Forraign Affairs, the Secreta- 

ties divide all the Kingdoms and Nations, 
which have intercourfe of bufinefs with the 
King of England, intotwo grand Provin- 
ces , whereof each Secretary taketh one 
to himfelf, receiving all Letters and Ad- 
drefles from, and making all difpatches 
to, the feveral Princes and States compre- 
hended within his own Province, 
_. But in all matters of home concern, 
whether they relate tothe Publick, or to 
particular perfons, both the Secretaries do 
equally and indiftin@ly receive and dif- 
patch whatfoever is brought tothem, be it 
- for the Church, the Militia, or private 
Grants, Pardons, Difpenfations, ec. 

They have this fpecial Honour ,_ that if 
either of them bea Baron, he taketh place, 
and haththe precedence of a}l other per- 
fons of the fame degree, though otherwile 
by their Creation fome of them might have 
right to precede him; anda Knight in like 
manner, if he hath fo other qualificati- 
on 


They have their feveral Lodgings ap- 
pointed them in all the Kings Houfes, as 
well for their own Accommodation, as 
for their Office, andthofe that attend up- 
on 
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onit, They have alfo.a very liberal Diet 
at the Kings charge,. or Board-wages in 
lieu of it. 

To fhew how confiderable their place is, 

their fetled allowance from the King in Sa- 
lary and Penfion is little lefs than Two. 
thoufand pounds Sterling per annum, to 
each of them. 
_ The Secretaries and Clerks whom they 
imploy under them are wholly at their own 
choice , and have.no dependance upon any, 
other power or perfon befides themfelves.

N the Government of the Church of 
England, among the Ecclefiaftical per- 
fons governing inthe Engli Church , is, 
Firit the King of England, who isas the 
Lawyers fay, Perfons facra @& mixta cum 
(acerdote. The King 1s the fupreme Bi- 
fhop of England: and at his Coronation, 
by 2 folemn Confecration., and Unétion 
he becomes a Spiritual Perfon , Sacred and 
Ecclefiaftical , for, as he hath put upon 
him Corona Regni, asan Embleme of his 
King-fhip, and power in Temporals; fo 
hath he Stola Stcerdotis, commonly cal- 
led Veftis Dalmatica, asa Levitical Epbod, 
to fignify his Priefthood and power in Spi- 
rituals, He is Supreme Governor in all 
Caufes Ecclefiaftical, as well as Civil , 
js Patron Paramount of all Eceleftaflical 
Benefices in England, to whom the laft 
Appeal in Ecclefajtical Affaires are made, 
who alone hath power to nominate perfons 
for all Bifhopricks and chief Dignities, as ‘ 
Deaneries, and fome Prebends in the 
Church, ec, as more at large may be 
feen inthe Firft part of the Prefent State 
of England. 
Next to the King in the Church Govern 
iment are the Bifhops , whereof two are 
called Primats , Metropolitans or Arch- 
bifhops, that is chief Bifhops , the ie 
© 
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of Canterbury, the other of York, each 
of which have befides their Peculiar Di- 
ocefes a Province confifting of feveral Dio- 
cefes, and therein by Common Law, -a 
Prerogative of proving Wills and granting 
Adminiftrations where the perfon dying had 
bona netabilia, that is above § J. in Divers 
Diocefes or Furisdiftions, Alfo by Grants 
of. feveral Kings , they have each one cer- 
tain Priviledges , Liberties and immunities 
intheir own Effates. 
Under thefe two Archbifhops are 26 
Bifhopricks, whereof 22 are reckoned in 
the Province of Canterbury, and four in 
the Province of York. So that there are 
befides the two Archbifhops twenty four 
Bifhops, all. which have the Title of 
Lords by reafon of their Baronies annext 
totheir Bifhopricks, and have precedence 
of all other Barons bothin Parliament , 
and other, Affemblies : amongft thefe pre. 
cedes always the Bifhop of London, who 
by antient right is accounted Dean of the 
Epi(copal Colledg of that Province, and 
by vertue thereof isto fignifythe Pleafure 
of his Metropolitan to al] the Bifhops of 
the Province, to execute his Mandates, to 
difperfe his Mifives on all emergency of 
affaires to precide in Convocations or Pro- 
vincial Synods during the neceflary ab- 
fence of the Metropolitan.

legated , 1s what the King is pleafed to 
confer upon him, not asa Bifhop , but as 
heig.a Subje@ ,\ anda confiderable Mem- 
ber-of the Kingdom: For all Clergymen 
atean England (as antiently among Gods 
Gwn Pedple the Fews 5 and amongft the 
Primitive Chriftians , fo foon as they were 
under Chriftian Emperors) judged fit toen- 
joy divers temporal honours and employ - 


/ ments: as, 


Firit, to be-in the Commiffion of the 
Peace , for whofo properito make and keep 
Peace as they,-wholeconftant) duty itis to 
preach: Peace » who fo ft as they 5, whofe 
main bufinefs and ftudy it is to reconcile 
thofe that are at variance; and therefore 
fince His Majefties happy Reftauration 5 
as well as before; divers. grave difcreet 
Divines have been made Juftices of Peace, 
and thereby notonly the poor Clergy-men 

have 
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have been protected from the oppreffion 
of their caufelefs enemies, but many dif- 
erences have been compofed without any 


Law-fute , ina more Chriftian and lefs ex- 


penfive way. 

Secondly to. beof His Majefties Privy 
Council, where frequently Cafes of Con- 
{cience may arife , relating to State mat- 
ters , that will admit neither of -delay nor 
publication, and therefore after the pattern 
of that excellent Chriftian Emperor Con- 
ftantine the Great our good Kings both 
before and. fincethe Reformation have.al. 
ways admitted fome fpiritual perfons to 
their Council Tables and Clofet-debates. 

Thirdly, to be employed in. publick 
Treaties and Negotiations of Peace, and 
this both the Ancient and Modern pra@ice: 
will juftify, that none hath been more 
frequently and fuccesfully ufed..in fuck: 
Meffages, then the Ambafladors of 
Chritt. 

Fourthly, to enjoy fome of the great 
Offices of the Crown, as to be Lord Chan- 
cellor, Lord Treafurer , &c. And.it hath 
been obferved that in the late Kings Raign, 
whenthe Bifhop of London was Lord Trea- 
furer , that Office was executed! with as 
much diligence, faithfulnefs, dexterity , 
and content to the Subjeé& , as well as to 
the King , as ever-it had been by any of his 
Tate lay-Predeceffors. 

In the ordinary Jurisdi&on of .a Bifhop, 
as a Bifhop may be confidered either the 
Furisdition it felf , or what is age 
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him by the Law of the Land , forthe bet- 
ter execution of that furisdiion. 

The furisdiffion it felf is eftablithed 
partly by Statute Law , as to Licence Phy- 
fitians, Surgeons and School-Mafters to 
unite and confolidiate fmaJl Parifhes, to 
affift the Civil Magiftrates in the execution 
of fome Statutes concerning Ecclefiattical 
affairs , tocompel the payment of Tenths 
and Subfidies due from the Clergy to the 
King, 

Partly by Common Law, as upon the 
Kings Writ , to certify the Judges touch- 
ing legitimate and illegetimate Births and 
Matriages, to require upon the Kings 
Writ, the burning of an obftinate Here- 


“tick, alfo torequire the Kings Writ for 


imprifoning the Body of one that obftinate- 
ly flands excommunicated 40 dayes, : 
And partly by Common and Eeclefiafti- 
cal Law together , as tocaufe Wills of the 
Deceafed to be proved, togrant Adminir 
firation of Goods of fuch as dye inteftate, 
to give order for the gathering 200 prefer- 
ving of perifhable Goods , where none 1s 
willing to adminifter , to caufe Account 
to beciven of Adminiftrations, to collate 
Benefices , to grant Inftitutions to Bene- 
fices upon the Prefentations of other Pa- 
trons, to command Induéion to be gi- 
yen, to order the colledting and preferving 
of the Profits of vacant Benefices for the 
ule of the Succeflors , todefend the Fran- 
chifes and Liberties of the Church, to 


vifit their particular Dioceffes once in three 
years, 
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years , and therein to inquire of the Man 
ners, Carriages , Delinquencies, gc. of 
Minifters , of Church=wardens, of the 
teft of the Parifhoners, and amongft them, 
efpecially of thofe that profefs themfelves 
Phyfitians , Surgeons , > School-mafters — 
Midwives ; of Wardens of Hofpitals, how 
they perform their feveral Duties and trufts; 
alfoof all others profefling Chriflianity , 
and offending either againit Piety , as by 
Bla‘phemy , Idolatry , Superftition, Per- 
jury, Herefie, Errors againft the 39 Ar- 
ticles, Schifm,Conventicles, abfence from 
Divine Service, unlawful abftinence from 
the Sacraments , or elfe offending agaiaft 
Juitice, asthe delaying of Legacies given * 
to the poor or pious ules, Dilapidations of 
Buildings or. Goods belonging to the 
Church; taking of Ufury beyond the rate 
allowed by Statute, Simony, Perjury, @¢. 
or by offending againit Sobriety, as Drun- 
kennefs, Inceft , Adultery, Fornication , 
filthy Speech,tempting of any ones Chattity, 
ClandeftinesMarriages,as for wantlof thrice 
publifhing the Banes . the want of Parents 
confent,the want of witnefles,which muft be 
above two,or marrying in a private place,in 
an undue time, before Eight in the morning, 
and after Twelve of the Clock in the day., 
fs 

a for the better executing of this 
furisdittion, the Law of England hath 
furnifhed the Bifhops with a power of Ec- 
clefiaftical Cenfures, whereof {ome may 
be inflited both upon Lay-men and 

; Church- 
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Church men, as Sufpenfion from entring 
intothe Church , or elfe from receiving 
the Sacrament , or greater Excommunica- 
tions, @c. Others may beinfliéed only 
upon Ecclefiaftical Perfons , as Sequeftra- 
tion of their Ecclefiaftical. Profits, Suf- 
penfion, fometimes ab Officio, fometimes 
a Beneficio, Deprivation and Depofition, 
which is fometimes verbal, by fentence 
pronounced againft them ; and fometimes 
real by Degradation. Here note that of 
all thefe Cenfures, Excommunication 1s 
never inflited but only for Contumacy , 
as when a penfon being duly fummoned 
will not appear , or appearing , will not 


obey the Orders of the Bifhop. 


The folemn manner of making a Bishop 
‘in England is as followeth, 

When any Bifhops See becomes vacant, 
the Dean and Chapter of that Cathedral gi- 
ving notice thereof to the King , who is 
Patron of all the Bifhopricks in England ; 
and humbly requefting that His Majefty 
will give leave for them to chofe another ; 
the King heteupon grants to the Dean, his 
Congée dE flire, whichin French (wherein 
it was antiently penned) fignifies leave to 
elect, thenthe Dean fummons a Chapter or 
affembly of the Prebendaries, who either 
ele& , the perfon recommended by His Ma- 
jefties Letters, or fhew caufe to the con- 
trary. Next the Election is'certified to the 
party Eledted, who doth modeltly refufe it 
the firft and fecond time, and if he refufe

ita third time, then that being certifyed 
to His Majefty , another is recommended 5 
when the EleGtion is accepted by the party , 
it is certifyed tothe King and the Archbj- 
fhop of that Provinceswhereupon the King 
gives his Royal Aflentunder the Great Seal 
of England; which is exhibited to the 
Archbithop of the Province, with com.

The Vicar-General then in the name of

Officer of the Arches ufually at Bow 
Church in Cheapfid London by Proclamation 
three times , and then affixing the faid Ci- 
tation onthe Church door for all! people to 
tead , the faid Officer returns an Authen- 
tick Certificate thereof to the Archbifhop 
and Vicar-General, Atthe day dnd place

This form and manner. of confeerating 
Bifhops is accordingly to therulelaid down 
in theFourth Council of Carthage, about 
the year 470, generally received in all the 
Provinces of the Weitern Church. 

Note that by our @rder ot Confecra- 
ting Bifhops , it is evident that Bifhops are 
lookt upon as a diftind Order of them- 
felves., and not only as a different de- 
gree from:the reft of the Presbyters , as 
-fome would have it.

A Prebend is properly the portionwhich 
every Prebendary of a Cathedral or Col- 
legiate Church receiveth in the right of 
his. place for his maintenance quaf pars vel 
portio prebendd. 

Next inthe Government of the Englifh 
Church may be reckoned Archdeacons , 
whereof there are 6oin all England ; Their 
Office is to vifit two years in three , and 
toenquire of Reparations and Moveabies 
belonging to Churches , to reform abufes 
in Ecclefiaftica] matters , and to bring the 
more weighty affairs before the B fhop of 
theDiocefs;and therefore he is called Alter 
Epifcopi Oculus (the other being the Dean, 
as is mentioned 1n the firft partof the Pre- 
fent State) Moreover the Office of an 
Archdeacon is upon the Bifhops Mandate 
to induct Clerks into their Benefices 5. and 
thereby to give them poffeffion of all the 
Profits beloging thereto. 

Many Archdeacons have by Prefcripti- 
on, their Courts and Officials as Bifhops 
have, whereof more hereafter. 

After Archdeacons arethe Archipresby- 
teri or Rural Deans, fo called perhaps at 
firft for his overfight of fome Ten Parifh 
Priefts; their Office is now upon orders 
to conyocate the Clergy, to fignitie to 
them fometimes by Letters the Bifhops 
pleafure , and to give induétion for the 
Archdeacon living afar off. 

Next are to be confidered the Priefts of 
every particular Parifh, who are common-— 
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ly called the Reftors, unlefs the predial 
‘Tythes are impropriated , and then they 
are ftiled Vicars , quaft vice fungentes 
Redorum. Their Office isto take care of 
all their Parifhioners Souls , and like good 
Shepherds, to handle every particular 
Sheep apart; to Catechife the ignorant , 
reduce the ftraying , confirm the wavering, 
convince the obftinate, reprehend the wick- 
ed , confute Schifmaticks , reconcile diffe- 
retices amongft Neighbours, to exercife 
the power of binding and loofing of fouls 
as eccafion fhall cffer, to read duly Di- 
vine Service, to Adminifter the holy Sa- 
craments , to vifit the Sick, to Marry, to 
Bury, to render publick thanks afrer Child- 
bearing , to keepa Repifter of all Marria- 
pes 2 Chriftnings and Burials that fhall 
appeti within the Parith, to readthe Di- 
vine Sermons or Homilies appointed by 
Authority (and if the Bifhop think fir) to 
read or. fpeak by heart their own concep= 
tions inthe Pulpit. 

Laftly Deacons, whofe Officeistotake 
careof the Poor , Baptife, Read in the 
Church, affift the Prieft at the Lords Sup- 
per by giving the Cup only. 

After this brief account of Ecclefiafti- 
cal perfons , fomewhat may here not une 
fitly be added touching thofe perfons who 
though not in holy Orders, yet have a 
peculiar Relationtothe Church , and are 
guafi (emi Ecclefiaftici , as firft Patrons of 
Churches, who by firft building of Church- 
es, or firft endowing them with Lands,have 

obtained

obtained for them and their Heirs a right 
of Advowfon or Patronage, whofe office 
and duty is to prefent a fit Clerk (when the 
Church is void) to the Bifhop tobe by him 
| €anonically inftituted’, and ro protect the

and, in cafe his Clerk prove unfit for the

Next are the Occonomi vel Ecclefe 

Guardiani, the Church-wardens, whofe 
| Office is to fee that the Church be in good 
repair, fitly adorned, and nothing want- 
ing for Divine Service, Sacrament , and 
Sermons ; thatthe Church-yard be foffi- 
ciently rnounded or inclofed, that there be 
an exact Terrier of the Glebe Lands , and 
ifany thing belonging to the Church be de- 
tained , to fue for the fame; to. obferve 
that -all Parishoners come duly to Divine 
Service, to require the penalty for abfence, 
to enguire after, to admonish and to pre- 
fent to the Bifhop feandalous livers, to col- 
le& the Charity of the Parithoners for poor 
Strangers, to declare and to execute the 
orders of the Bifhop , to fee that none pre- 
{ume to vent his own conceptions in the 
Pulpit , unlefs he hath a fpecial licence fo 
todo. The Churchwardens are eleéted 
every Eafter Week , ufually by the Parfon 
and Parifhoners if they fo agree; if not, 
then one by the Parfon, and the other by 
the Parifhioners, 

There are alfo in greater Parifhes joyned 
with the Church-wardens Teftes Synodaless 
, C4 anci= 
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anciently called Synods-men, now cor- 
ruptly called Sides-men , whoareto aflift 
the Church-wardens , in enquiries into the 
lives of inordinate livers, and in prefenting 
men at Vifitations, 

Laftly the Sacriftan, corruptly the Sex- 
ton or Clark, who is ordinarily to be cho- 
senby the Parfon only: he ought to be 
twenty years old or above, of good Jife ; 
that canread, write, and fing: his office 
is toferve at Church the Prieft and Church- 
wardens, : 

In the Church of England there are, as 
imthe antient primitive times, three Or- 
ders, Bithops.,Priefts,and Deacons, None 
may be admitted Deacon before the age 
of 23 years, unlefs he hatha Difpenfation 
z0 be admitted younger: None may be 
madea Prieft till he be completely 24 years 
old .,None may be admitted Bifhop till 
fullzoyears old. ied ek aeeuland 

The Ordination of Priéftsand Deacons 
is four times the year, upon four feveral 
Sundayes inthe Fmber or Failing Weeks, 
that fo all the Nation may at .once in 
their joynt Prayers to God, recommend 
them that are to,receive Ordination,which 
is performed ‘by |'a Bifhop ,.in.a‘folemn 
Brave-déeyout manner thus for Deacons, 
After Morning Prayer there is a Sermon,dé - 
claring the Duty and Office of Deacons 
and Priefts ; then they being decently ha- 
bited , are-prefented to the Bithop by the 
Archdeacon or his Deputy, whom the Bi- 
thop askes if he hath made due itquity

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of them , and then askes-the people if they 
know any notable impediment or crime in 
any one of ‘them; after follow certain godly 
Prayers, thena Collet , Epiftle and Gof- 
pel: but before the Gofpel the Oath of Su- 
premacy is adminiflred to every one of 
them, and the Bifhop putteth divers god.

the New Teftament, and givesthem au- 
thority to read the fame in the Church ; 
then one of them appointed by the Bifhop 
reads the Gofpel , and then all with the 
Bifhop proceed to the Communion , and fo 
gre difmiffed with the Blefling pronounced 
by the Bishop. 

The Ordination of Priefts is partly in 
the fame manncr, only the Fpiftle and Gof- 
pel are different ; and after the queftions 
and anfwers made, the. Bifhop puts up a 
particular prayer for them, and that en ded, 
he defires the Congregation to recommend 
them to God fecretly in their prayers, for 
doing of which there isa competent time 
of general filence , then follows Pent Cre: 
ator Spiritus in Meter tobefung ,, then af 
ter another prayer , they all kneeling 5 the 
Bifhop, with the Priefts prefent, Iayeth his 
hands upon the head of every one feverajly, 
and gives them Oxdination in @ grave fet 
form of words. different both” from thar 
of Bishops and.that of Deacons , the ref} 
asin. the ordaining of Deaccns; 
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Of the Eccleftaftical Government 
of England, and firft of the 


Convecation. 


Or the Church legiflative power 5 or 
the making of Ecclefiaftical Laws,and 
confulting of the more tin gat affairs of 
the Church, the King by the advife of his 
Privy Council, ufually convokes a Nati- 
onal Synod commonly called the Convoca - 
tion, which is fummoned “in manner fol - 
Jowing. 

The King direéteth his Writ tothe Arch- 
bifhopsof each Province, for fummoning 
all Bifhops, Deans, Arch-deacons , Cathe- 
drals, and Collegiate Churches, according 
to their beft diferetion and judgment,affign - 
ing them the time and place in the {aid 
Writ; whereuporthe Archbifhop of Can. 
serbury dire&ts his Letters to the Bifhop of 
London, ashis Dean Provincial, firft ci- 
ting himfelf peremptorily , and then wil- 
ling him to cite in like matiner all the Bi- 
fhops, Deans , Archdeacons, Cathedral 
and Collegiate Churches,and all the Cler- 
gy of his Province tothat place, and at 
the day prefixt inthe Writ; but direéeth 
witha] that one Proétor fent for each Ca- 
thedral and CollegiateChurche , and two 
for the body of the inferiour Clergy of 
each Diocefs may fuffice. The Bifhop of 
London accordingly dixe&ts his letters =

The. Higher Houfe of Conyocation in 
the Prevince of Canterbiry confitts: of 22! 
Bifhops, whereof the Archbifhop is Pre-

fide of: the fame Table allin their Scarlet 
Robes, 

The Lower Houfe. confifts of all the 
Deans, Archdeacons,one Proctor for every 
Chapter, and two Prottors for all the Cler- 
gy of each Diocefs , in all 166 perfons , 
wit. 22 Deans, 24 Prebendaries, $4 
‘Archdeacons, and 44 Clerks reprefenting 
the Diocefan Clergy. 

The firft day both houfes being aflembled 
the Higher choofeth a Bifhopfor their Pro-

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and the Lower being require d by the Highe 
Honfe to choofe them a Prolocutor,orSpea- 
ker;which done they prefent him to the Up- 
per Houfe by two of their Members, whereaf 
one makes a Speech in Latin;and then the E- 
leét perfoh makes another Speechin Latin.

Both. Honfes. debate and tranfa&-‘only 
fuch matters as His Majefty by Commiffion 
exprefly alloweth. 

“Inthe Upper Houfethings are firft pro- 
pofed-, and then communicated ‘to the 
Lower Honfe. | 

The Major vote in each Houfe pre- 
vailes, . 

Out of Parliament’ time “they ufually 
affemble every, day about ‘Nine ‘of the 
clock’ and firft the Junior Bifhop~ fayes 
prayers in Latin, beginning with the Le- 
tany,and then for the King,¢7c. Anditthe 
Lower Houfe the Prolocutor fays prayers. 

In Convocation are debated only matters 
eoneerning Religion and the Church , and 
fometime of giving His Majefty affiftance 
in Money ; fot.as the Laity cannot be‘tax- 
ed without their ownconfent, fignified by 
their Reprefentative in Parliament , fo the 
Clergy cannot be taxed without their con- 
fent , fignified by. their Reprefentative in 
Convocation. | 

The Clergy.in Convocation might an- 
tiently. without askingthe Royal Affonr, 
and now may with’ the’ Royal Affent make J 
~ Can | 
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Cinors to'ching matters of Religion, to 
bind not only themfelves, but allthe Lai- 
ty with-out confent or ratification. of the 
Lérds and Commons in Parliament. 

Till ‘the late Rebellion ithe: Parliament 
did not! at‘all meddle in the making Ca- 
nons, orin'matters Dorinal, or in Trani- 
lation of Scriptures, only by their civil 
San@ions ( whenthey.were thereto requi- 
red) did confirm the Refults. and, Con- 
faltations of the Clergy, that fo the, peo- 
ple might bethe more eafily induced to: o- 
bey the Ordinances of their Spiritual Ge- 


yernors. 
The Clergy of England had antiently 
their Reprefentatives in the Lower Houfe 
of Parliament, as appears by that antient 
Record fo highly prized by the late Lord 
Coke; and as the Upper Houfe had and 
Qi] hath Lords Spiritual as wellas Tem- 
poral; fo in the Lower. Houfe there 
were always Commons Spiritual as well 
as Temporal; for that Record > faith 
exprefly , that the Commons in. Parli- 
ament comift’ of three degrees or kinds 5 
Firlt, ex Procuratoribus Cleri3 Second- 
ly 5 ex Militibus Comitatuum; Third 
ly, ‘ex Burge nfibws : and the words of the 
Writ dire&ed now to the Procuratores 
Cleri ; feem to give them the very fame 
right to Gt in that Houfe, as the words of 
the Writtothe Knights, Citizens aud Bur-, 
effes do give to them. | 
‘Ali the Members of both Honfes of Con- 


vocation have the fame: priviledges for 
them; 
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themfelyes and menial Servants} as -the 
Members. of Parliament have,’ and: that by 
Statute. | ivr y 

The Archbifhop of Yerk at ‘the fame 
time holds at York a Convocation ofall 
his Province in like manner, and by cons 
ftant correfpondence doth debatejand con- 
clude of the fame matters as are debated 
and concluded by the: Proviricial Synod, of 
Canterbury. . 

Now for the Executive power in Church 
matters throughout the Kingdom of Exg- 
tand, there have been provided ‘diversex- 
cellent Courts, whereof the higheft for cri- 
minal] Caufes was the High Commiffion 
Court, for the jurifdi@ion whereof it was 
enacted prime Elizabethe , that Her May 
jefty and Succeffors fhould have power by 
Letters Patents under the Great Seal, to 
nominate Commiffioners to exercife ju- 
rifdiétion throughout the whole Realm; 
to vifit , reform, and corre@ all Errors, 
Herefies, Schifms, Abufes, and Delin- 
quencies, that:may by any Ecclefiaftical 
power becorrefted or reformed, 

This Court. confifted of the higheft per- 
fons of England in the Chyrch and. State; 
and was the principal: Bulwark and Pre- 
fervative of the Church of England againgt 
the pra@tices and affaults of all het Adver- 
faries, whether Romanift,Puritan, or Athe- 
ift , yet ‘for fome pretended abufes,the ufe 
thereof was taken away in the late feditious 
long Parliament’; whereupon followed a 

dcluge of Ertorsdin Religion, Apoftacy.,

Atheifin, Blafphemy , Sacriledge, Inceft 5 
Adultery, impious Libels , Schifms, Con- 
venti@les, ¢c. all which fo overwhelined 
the manners of Englifh men, and occafi- 
Oned at length fo many profelt Atheifts, 
that until the re -eftablifhment of this or the 
like Court, there cannot a Reformation be 
reafonably hoped for, 

For civil affairs that concern the Church, 
the higheft Court is the Court of Dele- 
pates for the jurifdi&ion whereof it was 
provided 25 H. 8. that it fhall be lawful 
for any fubje& of England, in cafe of de- 
fe&t of juftice inthe Courts of the Arch- 
bifhop of Canterbury, to appeal to the Kings 
Majefty in his Court of Chancery, and that 
upon fuch appeal, a Comimiffion. under 
the Great Seal fhallbe direGted to certain 
perfons particularly defigned for that bufi- 
nefs; fo that fromthe higheft Court of the 
Archbithop of Canterbury, there lies an 
Appeal to this Court of Delegates, and be- 
yond this to none other. 

Next tothe Court of Delegates are the 
Courts of the Archbifhop of Canterbury 3 
where any Ecclefiaftical Sutes between any 
perfons may ( waving all inferior Courts} 
be decided; amongft them the higheft Court 
is the Court of Arches, fo called from the 
Arched Church and Tower of S. Maries in 
Cheapfide, London, where this Court is 
wont to be held, the Judge whereof is cal- 
led Dean of the Arches, having jurifdidi- 

_ oa over a Deanery, confifting of 13 Parithes 
within London, exempt from the jurifdicti- 
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oof the Bithop of London. Hither are di- 
reed all Appeals in Ecclefiaftica]. matters 
within the Province of Canterbum. To 

this Court belongs divers Advocates, all 
Dottors of the Civil Law, two Regifters, 
and ten Profors: the Dean at prefent is 
Door Sweat. 

In the next place the Archbifhop of 
Canterbury hath his-Court of Audience 
kept within the Archbifhops Palace, and 
medieth not with any difference between 
parties, but concerning Eleétions and con- 
fecration of Bishops, Admiffion and Infti- 
tution to Bencfices, dipenfing with Banes 
of Matrimony, ¢c. 

The next Court is called the Preroga- 
tive Court, which judgeth of Eftates fal- 
Jen by Will, or by Inteftates, focalled, be- 
caufe the Archbfhiops jure Prerogative (ue 
hath this power throughout his whole Pro- 
wince wherethe party. at the timeof death 
hadis 1, or above in feyeral Diocefes ; and 
thefetwo Courts hathalfo the Archbifhop of 
Tork. ) . 

Laitly, the Court of Peculiars, which 
dealeth in certain Parithes, lyingunfeveral 
Diocefes, which Parifhes are exempt from 
the jurifdiction of the Bithops of thofe Dio- 
cefes, and are peculiarly belonging to the 
Archbifhop of Canterbury, in whole Pro- 
vince there are $7 fuch Peculiars, 

Befides thefe Courts ferving for thewhole 
Province , every. Bifhop hath his Court 
held inthe Cathedral of his Diocefs, over 
which he hath a.Chancellor, tearmed antin 
fi2 : ently 
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ently Eccleficcdicus (9 Epifcopi Ecdicas, 
the Church Lawyer or the Bifhops Lawyer, 
who béing skill’d in the Civil and Canon 
Law, fits there as Judge; and if his Dio- 
cefs be large, he hath in fome more remote 
place a Commiflary,whofe authority is on- 
ly in fome certain place of the Diocefs, and 
fome certain Caufes limited to him by the 
Bishop in his Commiflion; and thefe are 
called Confiftory Courts. 

Moreover, every .Archdeacon hath his 
Court and JurifdiGion, where {maller 
differences arifing within his limits are 
pleaded. Alfo the Dean and Chapter hath 
4 Court, and take cognizance of Caufes 
happening in places belonging to the Ca- 
thedral. 
© Laftly, there are certain peculiar Jurif- 
ditions belonging to fome certain Parifh- 
és, the Inhabitants whereof are exempt 
fometimes from the Archdeacons Jurifdiai- 
en, and fometimes from the Bifhops Jurif- 
dition; 

Caufes belonging ‘to Ecelefiaftical 
Courts, are. Blafphemy , Apoftafie from 
Chriftianity, Herefies, Schifms, Ordinati- 
ons, Inftitutions of Clerks to Betiefices$ 
Celebration of Divine’Service, Rights of 

| Matrimony, Divorces, general Baftardy, 
/ Tythes, Oblations, ®@byentions, Mortu- 
aties , Dilapidations, ' Reparation of 
Churches, Probate of Wills, Adminiftra- 
tions Simony, Incefts, Fornications, Adul- 
teries, Solicitations of Chattity, Penfions, 
Procurarions, Commutation of ‘Peananee,s 
Fo. 
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¢>c, the cognizance whereof belongs not te 
the Common Law of England. 

The Laws. and Conftitutions whereby 
the Ecclefiaftical Government doth ftand, 
and the Church of England is governed, 
are firft general Canons made by general 
Councels ;. alfothe Arbitria fanforum Pa- 
trum, the opinion of Fathers, the grave 
Decrees of feveral Holy Bifhops of Rome, 
which the Kings of England from time to 
time have admitted. . 

Next our own Conftitutions made anti- 
ently in fevera) Provincial Syneds, either 
hy: i Legats Othe and. Othobon,, fent from 


Rome; or by feveral Archbifhops of Can- 
terbury; all which are by 25 H. 8. of force 
in England, fo faras they are net repug- 
nant to.the Laws and Cuftoms of E ngland, 
orthe Kings Prerogative. Then the Ca- 
nons made in Convocations of Jater times, 
as prima Facobi, and confirmed by his Réy- 


al Authority. Alfo fome Statutes ena&ed 
by Parliament touching Ecclefiafical. af- 
fairs: And laftly,. divers Cuftoms not writ- 
ten, but yet in ufe beyond the memory of 
man: and where thefe fail, the Civil Law 
takes place. 

The manner of Tryals by thefe Laws and 
Cuftoms are different from the Tryals at 
Common Law, and.are briefly thus. Firf 
goes forth a Citation, then Bill and An- 
{wer, then by Proofs, Witneffes, and Pre- 
fumptions the matter is argued pro and 
con, and the Canonand Civil Laws quo- 
ted, then without any Jury, the Sense ne 

: ena 
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) fentence of the Judge pafleth, and upon that 
) Execution, And this is the manner of try- 
| ing Ecclefiaftical Civil Caufes; but Eccle- 
| fiaftical criminal Caufes are tryed by way 
of Accufation, Denunciation, or Inquifi- 
tion. The firft, when fome one takes upon 
| him to prove the crime: the fecond, i 
| the Churchwardens prefent and are not 
| bound to prove, becaufe it is prefumed they 
| doit without any malice, and that the 
| crime is notorious. Laftly, by Inquifition, 


: | when by reafon of common fame, inquiry 


| is made by the Bifhop, ex officio (uo, by 
| calling fome of the neighborhood to their 
Oaths, orthe party accufed to his Oath 
ex officio, fo called, becaufe the Ecclefi- 
aftical Judge doth it ex officio (uo, which is 
| very antient, and was ufual among the 
| Jews; fo fofbua to Acan, Fili mi tribue 
| gloriam, tc. So God himfelf to Adam up- 
| onhis firft tranfereffion ; and likewife after- 
ward to' Sodom; but by the prevailing 
| fa@ion in the long Parliament, this power 
was extorted from the. Church, the want 
whereof is one main caufe- of the great 
libertinifme and debauchery of the Na- 
tion. 

Now the punifhments inflicted by thefe 
Spiritual or Ecclefiaftical Courts, accord- 
ing to thefe Spiritual or Ecclefiaftical Laws, 
proceed in this manner. Firft the party 
delinquent is admonifh’d 5 next goes forth 
minor Excommunicatio, whereby he Ys 
excommunicated or excluded from the 
Church; or if not from the al aka yet 

rom 
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fromthe Communion of the Lords Supper} 
is difenabled tobe Plaintif in a Law Sute, 
ec. And this commonly for ftubbornefs 
thewed by not appearing in the Ecclefiafti- 
cal Court uponfummons, or not obeyin 

the Orders of the “Court which Foyer 
in {malleft matters, yet may be a very great 
crime ; for Res precepta quo facilior eft ob- 
fervatu-eo pracepti violatio eft gravior cum 
fit magis fpontanea, as §. Auftin obferves of 
the firft fin of Adam, Any command by 
how much the eafier it may be obfesved, 
by fo much the, more grievous is the breach 
thereof, becaufeiris the more voJuntary : 
befides in contempts it is not fo much the 
violation of the Law as of the Authori- 
ty, which ought to be refented. And here- 
in the Church of England proceedeth no 


etherwife than the State of England ; for fo 
ediousin the eye of the common Law of 
Enland,is the contempt thereof,that not on- 


ly for Felonies, but even in an Aton of the 
cafe, inan Aion of a fmall Debt, Account 
or Detinue, if a man will not appear and 
#abmit himfelf toa Tryal at Law, a Pro- 
£efs of Outlawry is grounded againft him, 
and he being once Outlawed, he is out of 
the prote&ion of the Law. Caput gerit 


-lapinum , faith Braffon , an Outlaw’d was 


antiently lookt uponas a Wolf, lawfully to 
be killed by any man that fhould meet 
him, as moft juft, that hewho contemned 
the Law, and therein the King, thould 
not have benefit by the, Law, nor proteéti- 


on from the King, and atthis day he is to 


loofe 
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Joofe all his Goods and Chattels. The 
Reader will eafily pardon this digreflion 
when he confiders the general cry againft 
Excommunications at this day. 

This power of lefler Excommunication 
the Bifhhop may delegate to any grave 
Prieft with the Chancellour. 

Excommunicatio major is not only an 
exclufion from the company of Chrittians 
in Spiritual Duties, but alfo in Temporal 
affairs, and this cemmonly for Herefie, 
Schifm, Perjury, Inceit, and fuch grievous 
crimes ; andthat it may be done withthe 
more folemnity and terror, itisto be pro- 
nounced by the Bifhop himfelf in his proper 
perfon; and being fo Excommunicated, 2 
man cannot in any Civil or Ecclefiaftical 
Court, be Plaintiff or Witnefs. And in 
cafe any man be fo ftubborn as to continue 
40 days excommunicated, the Kings Writ 
de excommunicato capiendo is granted 
forth ofthe Chancery againfthim ; where- 
upon heis caft into prifon without Bail, 
there to lie till he hath fatisfied tor his of- 

fence. 

Next there is Anathematifmus to be inflit- 
ed only upon an obftinate Heretick, where- 
by he is declared a publick Enemy of God, 
and rejefted, and curfed, and delivered o- 
ver to eternal damnation : and this to be 
done by the Bifhop, alfo in his own per- 
fon, aflifted bythe Deanand Chapter, or 
twelve other.grave Priefts. 

' Laftly, there is Interdzdum, whereby is 


prohibited all Divine Offices, as Chrifti- 


ath 
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an Burial, Adminiftration of Sacraments} 
ce. in fucha Place, orto fuch a People, 
and if this be againfta Peoples it follows 
them wherefoever they go ; but if againita 
Place only, then the People of that Place 

may go to Divine Offices elfewhere, 
Befides thefe general cenfures of the 
Church, which refp2& Church Communi- 
on, there is another which toucheth the 
body of the Delinquent, called Publick 
Penance, when any one is compelled to 
confefs in publick his fault, and to bewail 
it before the whole Congregation in the 
Church; which is done in this manner : 
the Delinquent isto ftand in the Church 
Porch upon fome Sunday bare, head and 
feet, ina white Sheet, anda white Rod in 
his Hand, there bewailing himfelf; and beg~ 
ing every one that paffes by to pray for 
him; then to enter the Church, falling 
down and kiffing the ground; then in the 
middle of the Church, placed in a higher 
place.in the fight of all:the People, and 
over againft the Minifter, who declares the 
foulnefs of his crime odious to God, and 
{candalous to the Congregation, that God 
can/no way be fatisfied but by applying 
Chrifts fufferings, nor. the Congregatton, 
butby an humble acknowledgifg of his fin, 
and teftifying his fincere repentance and 
forrow, not in words only, but;with tears, 
and .promifing there in the fight of God 
and his Holy Angels, that.by. Gods afift- 
ance,and by Prayer, Meditation, anddai- 
ly works of Piety, +hewill endeayor hereaf- 
tex 
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ter ‘more carefully to watch againft the 
temptations of the world, the allurements 
of the flefh, and the fnares of the Devil : 
which being done, and the Prieft in Chrifts 
mame pronouncing the remiffion of fins, 
‘the penitent humbly befeeches the Congre- 
gation to pardon him that.great feandal 
againitthem,. and receive him into their 
holy Communion, and to account him again 
a Member of their Church and in teftimony 
hereof, out of their Chriftian Charity, to 
vouchfafe to fay withhim aloud, the Lords 
Prayer. And this way of the Church of 
England, appears by divers Writers, to be 
the antient way ufed by the Primitive 
Churches: 

Note that it is ordained by the Canons 
of the Church of England, that in cafe the 
crime be not notorious and publick, the 
forenamed penance may at the parties re» 
queftbe-commuted into a pecuniary Mul& 
for the poer of the Parith,- or fome Pious 
ufes, providedthat for the Reformation of 
the Delinquent that way appear tobe the 
moré probable way ; for fome men will be 
‘thereby reclaimed, who by publication of 
their offence would become more impudent, 
and hardned, when they perceive their re- 
putation to be loft. 

There remains: one more punifhment or 
Ecclefiaftical cenfure which toucheth the 
body, and thatis denyal of Chriftian bu- 
rial, which isinflided not in pexsam mor- 
tuorum, but in terrorem viventium, who 
naturally defire that after their su? mick 
odies 
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bodies may be decently interred. And Chri- 


{tian burial 1s wont to be denyed by the | 
Church of Englind, to perfons dying ex- | 


communicate, to perjured petfons, to {uch 
as are hanged for Felony, or that wilfully 


kill themfelves, and to Apoftates, Here- | 


ticks, and Extortioners: 

To thefe forenamed Cenfures and Pu- 
nifhments, both Laity and Clergy are fub- 
je&t; but befides thefe, there are ‘punith- 


ments whereunto the. Clergy only are lya- | 


ble: as firlt, Sufpenfio ab Officio, when a 
Minifter for a timeis declared unfit to ex- 
ecute the-Office of a Minifter. 

Then Sufpenfio a Beneficio, whena Mini- 
{ter fora time is deprived of the prokts of 
his Benefice; and thefe two Cénfures are 
wont to be for fmaller crimes, 

Thirdly, Deprivatio a Beneficio, when 
for a greater crime, a\Minifter is wholly 
and for ever deprived of his Living. 

And fourthly , Deprivatio ab Officio, 
when a Minifter is wholly and for ever 
deprived of his Orders, and this is called 
Depofitio, or Degradatio, and. is common- 
ty for fome heynous crime, mériting death, 
and “is performed by ‘the Bifhop.in a fo- 
Jemn manner, pulling off from the Crimi- 
nalhis Veftments, and other Enfignes of 
his Order ; and this in the prefence of the 
Civil Magiftrate, ‘to whom he 1s then de- 
livered to be punifhed as a Lay man for 
the like offence. “And herein Bifhops are 
to take {pecfal eare to behave themfelves 
Mid” o&¢ xo] axvplevortes Toy XAipas, not 
as 
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as lording over Gods Heritage 5 not as 
abfolute Mafters over Servants, to gain

ih} Children, for their amendment; and as be- 
lly) ing Minifters in Spiritual affairs, to ufe 
af) their power for the good of Chriftians,

te} - Before the Conqueft the Great Council

| men of the ee was called Mfagnz- 
bit 
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tum Conventus, or elfe Pralatorum Proces 
rumque Concilium, and’ by thé Saxons in 
their own Tongue, Micel Gemot, the Great 
Affembly ; after the Conqueftit was called 
by the French word Parleméentum, fron 
Parler, totalk together, ftill confifting on- 
ly of the Great men of the Nation, until 
the Reign of H. 3. The Commons alfo 
were called to fit in Parliament; for the 
firlt Writs fent forth to fummon them; 
bears date 49. H. 3- about 400 years 
agoe, 

None but the King hath authority to 
{ummon a Parliament: In the Kings ab- 
fence out of the Realm, the Cuftos Regni 
in the Kings name doth fummon 2 Par- 
lignsent, and: during the Kings ‘minority 
within the Realm, the Pyoteéfer Regni 
doth the fame, 

No Parliament can begin without the 
Kings Prefence', either in Perfon, or by 
Reprefentation by Commi ffoners, 

When the King of England is with his 
Parliament in time of peace, he is then 
Jaid to be inthe height of his Royal Dig- 
nity, as wellas when he is at the head of 
his Army in time of War, There is then 
icarce any thing thatthe King’ cannot do, 
his power cannot be confined for Caufes 
or Perfons within: any bounds. He can

‘inp holders, did refide inthe County, and.had 
tint yearly Revenue 40 5. (which till. she difco- 
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very of the Gold and Silver in America; 
was as much as 30 or go /. now ) whence it 
came to pafs, that the Lay-Commons 
were then eleéted as the Clergy-Commons, 
the Procuratores Cleri were and ever have 
been,viz.fine Prece, fine Pretio, fine Poculo, 
Cee. 

The perfons eleGed for each County, are 
to be Milites Notabiles,or at leah Efquires 
or Gentlemen, fitto be made Knights, as 
it isin the Statutes of H. VI. They ought 
to be de difcretioribus Militibus, @ ad la- 
borandum potentioribus, as the words in 
fome Writs have been: they ought not to 
be of younger years, for then it would be 
Fuvenatus ( fi fic logui liceat) potiis 
quam Sengtus, not lazy Epicures, but men 
of years, vigorous, ative and abftemious 
men, that will be content to give their 
conftant attendance in Parliament, or’‘elfe 
to enjoy neither Priviledge nor Expences 
allowed to every Member of the Commons 
Houfe. They ought to be native Englith 
men, or.atleaft fuch as have been Natu- 
ralized by A@ of of Parliament, No Ali- 
en ot Denizon, none of the Twelve Judges, 
no Sheriff of a County, no Ecclefiaftical 
perfon that hath cure of fouls, may be cho- 
fen a Parliament man, to ferve for any 
County, City, or Burrough. | 

Two things are faid to be requifite to the 
legality of fitting in Parliament 3; firft, that 
2 man ‘fhould be of full age, that is, 21 
years old at the Jeaft; for if no man une 
certhat age can difpofe of his Eftate, i 

maxe 
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make onelegal A@to that purpofe, then 
much lefs may he bear any part in the fu- 
preme power of the: Natioa, to Judge, 
Vote, or Difpofe of the Eftate of the whole 
Realm: yet the practice inthe Houle of 
Commons (though neyeria the Houle of 
Lords ) hath fometimes been otherwile. 

All Members of Parliament, both Lords 
and Commons, that they may attend the 
publick Service of their Countrey, are pri- 
viledged with their menial Seryants attend- 
ing on their perfons, together with ail theis 
neceffary Goods, brought along with them 
from all Attachmentsand Imprifonments, 
for Debts, Trefpailes, Account or Cove 
nant, al) the time that they are on theway 
to the place of Parliament, all the time they 
are at Parliament, and all the time they 
are on the way home again, Eundo, Mo- 
rando, &d-propria redeundo ( for fo were 
the old words ) but they are not priviledg~ 
ed from Arrefts for Treafon, Felony, or 
breach of the peace. 

The place of meeting for the High and 
Honourable Affembly , is in whatfoever 
City, Town, or Heufe the King pieafethy,, 
but of Jatter times ithath been ufually held 
at the Kings antient. Palace, and ufual Re- 
fidence at Weftminfter, all the Lords in a 
fair Room by themfelves, and the Com- 
mons net far from them in another faix 
Room, which. was.heretofore the antient 
fx2e Chappe] of S. Stephen. 

The manner of fitting inthe Lords Houle 


is thus. 
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The King as oft as he comes { which 
hath ufually been, only at the opening of 
Parliamentts, or at the paffing of Bills, or 
at fome folemn debates, asthe prefent King 
hath frequently done ) is placed at the up- 
perend of the room in a Chair of State, 
under 2-Cloth of State, under which on 
either hand none but the Kings Children. 

Onthe Kingsright hand is a feat, an- 
tiently for the King of Scotland, when he 
was fummored to Parliament, as hefome- 
times was in fide ¢9 legiantia; but now 
it as for the Prince of Wales. On the 
Kings left hand isa Seat for the Duke of 
Tork. 

On the Kings right hand and next the 
wall, are placed ona Form the two Arch- 
bifhops, next below on another Form, the 
Bifhops of London, Durham, and IWinche- 
fier ; all the reft of the Bishops fit accord- 
sng to the priority of their Confecration, 

On the Kings fof hand upon Forms, are 
placed the Lords Chancellor, Treafurer, 
Prefident of the Kings Council, and Lord 
Privy Seal ; if they are Barons, above all 
Dukes, except thofe of the Royal Family, 
it they are not Barons, then they fit up- 
permoft on the Woolfacks. 

On thefame fide fit the Dukes ; Mar- 
quiffes and Earls, according to their Crea - 
tions,

Th. fe be- 
ing not Barons, have no fuffrage in Parlia- 
ment, ovely fit to give their ‘vice when & 
is required. The reafon why thefe Sages are 
placed upon Woolfacks, may probably be 
fo mind them of the great importance of 
Wool! and Sheep to the Nation, that at- 
never be negletted. 

On the lowermoft Woolfack are placed 
the Clerk of the Crown, now Heary Barker 
Efquire , and Clerk of the Parliament at 
prefent fohn Brown Efquire 5 whereof the 
former is concerned in a}l Writs of Parlia- 
ment, and Pardons in Parliament; the 
other recordeth all things done in Parlia- 
ment, and keepeth the Records of the 
(ame. This Clerk hath alfo. two Clerks 
under him; who kneel behind the fame 
Woolfack, and write thereon, Without the 
Bar of the Lords Houfe fits-the Kings firft 
Gentleman, Uther called the Black Rod, 
from a black fitaff ke carries in his hand, 
under whom is a-Yeoman Usher that waits 
at the door within, a Cryer without, and 
a Sergeant at Mace always attending the 
‘Lord Keeper. 
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When the King is prefent with his Crown 
on his head, none of the Lords are covered. 

_ The Judges ftand till the King gives them 
leave to fit, 

When the King is abfent, the Lords at 
their entrance doreverencetothe Chair of 
State, as is or fhould be done by all that 
énter into the Kings Prefence-Chamber. 

The Judges then may fit, but may net 
be covered till the Chancellor or Keeper 
fignify unto them the leave of the Lords, 

The Kings Council and Mafters of Chan 
cery fit alfo, but may not be covered at all. 

The Commons in their Houfe fit pro+ 

mifcuoufly, onely the Speaker hath a Chair 
placed in the middle, and the Clerk of 
that Houfe near him at the Table, They 
never had any Robes (as the Lords ever 
had) but wear every one what hée fanci- 
eth moft, which to ftrangers feems very 
unbecoming the Gravity and Authority of 
the Great Council of England : and that 
during their attendance on Parliament, a 
Robe or grave veftment would as well be- 
come .the Honourable Members of the 
Houfe of Commons, asit doth allthe No. 
ble Venetians both oung and old, who 
have right tofit in the Great Council of 
Venice, and as it doth the Senators of 
Kome at this day, ec. 

The tie of fitting in Parliament, is on 
any day in the morning, or afote dinner, 
onely it hath antienly been obferved , 
not to affemble upon fome high. Feftival 
days, but upon ordinary Sundays oft-times 
asdays accounted’ by all Chriftians lefs 
folemn

folemn then divers other Feftivals, which 
are celebrated but once a year. 

When the day prefixt by the King in his 
Writs of Summons is come, the ‘King -ufu- 
ally cometh in perfon with his Crown on 
his Head, and clothed with his: Royal 
Robes , declares the caufe of the Sum- 
mons in a fhort Harangue, leaving the reft 
to the Lord’ Keeper, who then ftands be- 
hind His Majefty ; the Commons in: the 
mean time ftanding bare at the Barr of the 
Lords Houfe, are afterwards in the Kings” 
name commanded'to choofe them a Speaker 
( which without the Kings. Command they 
may notdo) whereupon they returning.to 
their own Houfe; make choice of one’ of 
their own Members, whom afterwards up- 
ow another day, they prefent to the King, 
and being approved of ‘by His Majetty, fits 
ting in his Chair, and all his: Lords, both 
Spiritual. and® Temporal in: their Robes of 
Scanler, he makes a modeft refufal ; witich

The Power and Priviledges of both 
Houfes of Parliament are divers and. di- 
ftin@ one from an other.

Yet are they to make that their fpecial 
care to promote the Good of that County, 
City or Borough for which they ferve: 

Although the Lords of Parliament are 
‘to bear their own charges, becaufethey re- 
prefent there only themfelves; yet all the 
Commons, both Lay and Clergy, that is; 
the Procuratores Cleri, areto have ratio 
nabiles Expenfas (as the words of the Writ 
are) thatts, fuch allowance as the Kin 
confidering the Prices of all things, hall 
judge meet to impofe upon the people-to 
pay. Inthe 17 Edward 2, it was togroats 
for Knights, and 5 groats for Burgefles , 
but not long after it was 4s. a day for dub= 
bed Knights, and 25. forall others ; which 
in thofe days , as appears by the prices of 
ail things, was aconfiderable fum, above 
20 times more than it isnow, for not oné- 
ly their expences were.confidered, though 
that was great, by reafon of the futa- 
ble attendance. that thenevery Parliament 
man had ,but alfotheir pains, their lofsiof 
time, andneceffary negle& of their.own 
private affairs for the fervice of their 
Country 5 and when the Countries, Ci- 


tiesand Burroughs, paid fo dear: for their’ 


expences, they were wont to take care 
te 
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to choofe fuch menas were beft able and 
moft diligent in the fpeedy difpatch of af. 
faires 5 by which means with fome other , 
more bufinefs in thofe times was difpatch- 
ed in Parliament in a week, then is now 
perhaps in tefi: fo that the ProteAions 
for Parliament men and their Servants 
from ‘Arréfts, were not then grievous , 
when fearce any Parliament or Seffion laf. 
ted fo long as onewhole Term. | 

Inthe Raign of Edward3. the Parlia- 
mefits fometimes fate but eight days ,. and, 
fometimes Jefs, as may be feen inthe Re- 
cords of the Tower, and°yet tranfa@ed, 
feveral and weighty affairs:of the Nation, 
rm things being prepared. before handy 
(as fome rene by. the King and his privy 
Council, asthey areat prefent in Sweden; 
and that commonly they then debated one- 
ly upon fuch things, as the King did pro- 
pofe , which is now done by the Conyo- 
cation of the Clergy of England. 

The afore-mentioned expences being du- 
ly paid ; didcaufe all the petty decayed 
Burroughs: of England, to become hum- 
ble Suitors to the King thar they. mighe 
not be ebliged to fend Burgefles to Parli- 
ment 5 whereby it comes to pafs that divers 
were unburgeffed , as it was in particular 
granted to Chipping,or Market Torriton up- 
ontheir petition, and then the number of 
the Commons houfe being fcarce half fo 
many as at prefent, their Debates. and Bills 
were fooner expedited , no faction among 
them, nor diftinGion of parties , but al- 
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together by a bleffed- unanimity. amongft 
themfelves, and complyance with - the 
Lords rarely denyed any thing to the King, 
and as rarely were denyed any thing by the 


King. 

The manner of debates of paffing of Bills 
and A&s, is thus. 

It is the praétife of each Houle to debate 
not onely of what the King hath propofed, 
but of any other matters, though heretofore 
that hath fometimes been by theirs Sove- 
saion exprefly forbidden, | 

It is free for any man of the Parliament, 
or not of the Parliament, to get a Bill 
drawn by fome Lawyer, and give the fame 
tothe Speaker or Clerk of the Parliament 


-to be prefented at atime convenient, and 
- this Bill may be put firft either m the Lords 


Houfe or the Com.nons Houfe. 

Whatever is propofed for a Law, is firft 
put in Writing , and call’d a Bill, which, 
being read commonly after 9 of the clock 
ina full Affembly, itis either unanimoulfly 


" yeje@ed at firft, or elfe allowed to be deba- 


ted, andthen it is committed to a) certain 
number of the Houle prefently nominated 
and called’ a Committee. After it-hath’ 
been amended, and twice read two feve- 
tal days in the Houfe, then it is 1s engrof- 
fed, ‘that is, written fair in Parchment, 
aid read the third time another) day, and 
then, if it beinthe Lords Houfe,'the Lord 
Keéper, in the Commons Houfe, the Speak- 
er demandeth if they will have it put to 
the quefijon, whethe: a Law or no,Law? 
if 
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if the major ae be for it, there is writ- 
ten on the Bill by the Clerk, Soit baillé aux 
Communes, or, Soit baillé aux Seigneurss 
retainine {till in this, and fome other 
things about making Laws, the cuftom of 
our Anceftors, who were generally skilled 


in the French tongue. 


Note that when the Speaker finds divers 
Bills prepared to be put to the queftion, he 
gives notice the day before, that on the 
morrow he intends to put fuch Bills to 
the pafling or third reading , and defires 


» the fpecial attendance of alithe Members. 


Note alfo, thatif a Bill be rejected, it 
cannot be any more propofed during that 
Seffion. | 

A Bill fent by the Commons up to the 
Lords is ufuall (to fhew_ their oi i ate 
tended with 30 or 40 of the Members of the 
Houfe , as they come up to the Lords 
Bar, the Member that hath the Bill may

A Bill fent by the Lords to the Com- 
mons, is ulually fent by fome of the Ma- 
fers of the Chancery, or other perfon 
whofe place is on the Woolfacks (and by 
none of the Member, of that Houfe ) and 
they coming up to the Speaker, and bow- 
ing thrice, deliver to him the Bill, after 
one of them hath read the Title, and defi- 
red it may be there taken into confid oration, 
if aftewards it pats that Houfe,then is writ-

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When any one in the Commons Houfe 

will fpeak to a Bill, he ftands up unco- 
vered , and direés his Speech onely to 
the Speaker, then if what he delivers, be 
confuted by another, yet it is not allowed 
to anfwer again the fame day, left the whole 
time fhould befpent by twotalkative per 
fons. Alfo if a Bill be debating in the 
Houfe, no man may {peak to itin one day 
above once. 
_ If any one fpeak words of offence to the 
Kings Majefty, or to the Houle, heis cali 
led to the Bar, and fometimes fent to the 
Tower. The Speaker isnot allowed to per- 
fwade or diffwade in paffing.of a Bill, but 
only to makea fhotrand plain Narrative, 
nor to Voteexcept the Houfe be equally di- 
vided. 

After Dinner the Parliament ordinarily 
Affembles not, though many times they 
continue fitting long in the afternoon. 

Committees fit after ditner;-where it is 
allowed to fpeak, and reply as oft as they 

leafe. sd 

Inthe Lords Houfe, they give their Suf-

Brief account of the Legiflative 
power in Temporall affairs, having 
been given, next may be confidered the 
Executive power in thofe affairs, and that 
Is generally in the King y heis the Foun- 
tain of Juftice; heis the Fountain of Ju- 
_ ftice; he is. the Lord Chief Juftice of 
England ; and therefore as all the Laws 
of England are called the Kings Laws , 
beeaule he is Czput, Principiums © Finis 
Parliamenti , by which the Laws are made, 
and that nothing can have the Force of a 
Law, but what he wills 3 fo all the Courts - 
ef Judicature are called the Kings Courts ,. 
and all the Judges of thofe Courts are cal- 
ded the Kings Judges, | 

The higheft Court of Judicature in Eng- 

dand is the Houfe of Lords in Parliament.; 

fo thatthe Parliament is notonly Conci- 

tinm, but Curia, a Court of Judicature , 

confifting as aforementioned » of all the 

Lords.Spivitual and Temporal, as Judges ; 
and thefe affifted with the moft rave and 

eminent Lawyers of ‘England both in Com- 

mon and CivilLaw. . 

Fo the Judicature of this Supreme and 
molt-Honourable Court > all other Courts 
and Perfons that are Subjeéts of Enzland , 
are Subje€and accountable for. al] Crimes 
net 
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not properly tryable, remedtable, or pu- 
nifhable in other inferiour Courts of Juf- 
tice;-and to this Court all laft Appeals are: 
tobe made,’ and from whofe Sentence there 
liesno appeal, ‘but toa fuceeeding Parlia- 
ment’; and this fupreme Judicatory or Ju~ 
dicial Power lyes only in the King and- 
Houfe of Lords ; and at the Bar of this 
High Court may the Houfe of Commons, 
asthe Grand Inqueft of the Nation , im-

Judges , but he may and doth 
often in cafes of greater weightand diffi- 
culty,.in cafes of Law, call fome of the 
other Judges to his affiftance, and therefore 
it isfaid, this Office may be difcharged 
by one that is no profefled Lawyer, as it 
was almoft always antiently » and fo: of la- 
ter times by Sir Chriffepher Hatton, and 
aiter by Door Williams Bifhop of Lin-: 
coln, totheir great praife and commenda- 
tion, 

It-is the higheft Dignity in England that 
a Lay-man is capable of, itis Summum am-« 
bientis animé quafi Solftitium, and’ the 
Chancellor is Magiffratuum omnium Anti{- 
tes. 

Antiently , the Lord Chancellor had 
fometimes his: Vicechancellor ; commonly 
called Keeper of the Great Seal, but: of 
later times they.differ onely in name. 

In France , he that is made Chancellour 
isdurdnte vita, his place cannot be taken 
aways 
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awayyalthough theSealesmay. It is hid 
there, that, he is fo to attend to the foleTn~ 


tereft of the. King and People, that he: 


muft not be fenfible of any Relations or 
other confideration , and therefore he may 
mot put himfelf in mourning , neither for 
his own Father, nor for the King him- 
felt. 

Chancellours have been in England, as 
the learned Dugdale finds, as {oon as Chrif- 
tianity was embraced by the Saxons, 

The Chancellor is faid to be keeper of 
the Kings Confcience , to judge fecundum 
aquum (> bonum , according te equity and- 
confeiences he is to moderate the 72 a 1e1fo- 
Svxaicy the exa& rigour and letter of the 
Law, whereunto other Judges are ftri&ly 
tyed : forthe Princes of this Realm , in 
Imitation of the King of Kings , governing 
the World by juftice and ‘mercy, have 
erected two fupreme Tribunals, “together 
at the upperend of Wejtminfter-Hall , one 
of Juftice , wherein nothing but the frig 
Letter of the Lawis obferved, and the 

other of Mercy, wherein the Rigour of 
the. Lawis tempered with the fweetnefs of 
Equity 5. which is nothing elfe but§Mercy, 
qualitying the fharpnefs of Juftice. | 
This Court being 2 Court of Confei- 
ence,.the lefs it is perplexed with.the quitks 
of Lawyers, the more it is guided by Con- 
{cience and Equity, and. therefore the 
Kings of England would have this Court 
fupertour.to the othier Tribunals, that fo 
if any thing was done amifs by'thofe follow~ 


ing 
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Ino the Rigour of the Law , here-good by 
Confcience and «Equity, it might be,'a- 
mended ; wherein they followed the no- 
ble Patternof the Great Conftantine , gui 
omnes (uasleges imperfectas effe voluis ut 
inde fubditi {uz appellarent ad Epifcopos » 
and therefore in all former times , the 
Judges of this Court were chofen out of 
the.Clergy, able Divines, who by their 
skil in the Lawof God, and of Nations, 
were beft able to judge according: to Mo- 
deration and Equity , and moft willing to 
execute accordingly : alfofitteft to difpofe 
of: the Kings fpiritual Benefces. 

Befides when this High Office was given 
to Bifhops and»Clergy men, in whom 
wealthand a publick- Spirit being ufually 
conjoyned , whatgreat publick Ads of Pu» 
ety and Charity , were done by them. for 
this Nation? to mention onely in- Oxfords 
What noble and rich foundations are Chriff- 
church 5 Magdalens, New Colledge, and 
Merton Colledge > all founded by Bishops 
that were Chancellors ; and onthe contra- 
ry., fincethe places of /Chancellor, Treas 
furer, Privy Seal, ¢c. have been ufually 
in they Hands of -Lay-men, what one 
great work ~hath been done for the Publick, 
but onely wealth heaped up for their own 
private Families.

One reafon why the Mafters of Chan- 
cery were ever Civilians , may be, becaufe 
for all cafes almoh imaginable fome Lawox 
cafe conformable thereunto » may be fetsh- 
ed by 4 good Civilian out of that Law of 
Laws, called the Civil Law. Another 
may be, becaufe the Chancery more an- 
trent then in any other Court of England 
(forall Original writs and Comiftions % 
whereupon the other Courts do ground 
all their proceedings do come from:thence) 
hath probably beentaken from the Civil 
Law; divers points - of proceedings Le 
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ufedrin Common ‘Law Courts, as the 
Defendants anfwering to the Bill, and 
fometimes to the Interrogatories upon 
Oath, though to the aceufing of a mans 
felf, in divers matters dammageable, and 
penal; alfo by the whole manner of pub- 
lication, the depofitions of Witnefles, by 
the examining of citucites upon Interro 

gatories, and in perpetuam rez mMemorisw, 
bythe term and ufe of final Decree, and 
many other points differing from the Com- 
mon Laws and wholly agreeing with the 
Civil Law. 

This Court is alwayes open, when all 
the others are fhut, but onely in Term 
time; fo that if a man be wrongfully im- 
prifone ¢ inthe Vacation time out of Term, 
the Lord ¢hancellour may grant his Writ 
of Habeas Corpus, and do him juftice ac-

21 dayes; fo in all 105 dayes, from 
whence mult be dedu&ed about 29 Sun- 
dayes and Holydayes, which are as the 
Dies Nef :ffi, wherein the Courts fit not : 
fo thatin one fourth part of the year, and 
thatin one City, all confiderable caufes 
of the greatelt part of England are fully 
decided and determined , whereas in for- 
reign parts the Courts of Juftice are open 
all the year, except high Holydayes, and 
Harveft, and that in all great Cities. 
This may feem therefore ftrange to all 
Forreigners till they know that the Englifh 
have alwayes been given more to peacea- 


blenefs and induftry then other people, 


and that rather then go fo far as Lon.on, 
and beat fo great Charges with Attour- 
neyes and Lawyers , they will either refer 
their differences to the Arbitration of 
their Parifh Priefts , who do, or ought to 
think ita Principal part of their Duty to 
reconcile differences within their Parithes 5 
or to the Arbitrationof honeft Neighbours, 
or elfe are content to fubmittheir diffe- 
rences to tryal before the Judges of A ffifes

Secondly, Judicial, whereby “he hath an- 
thority to hold two feyeral Courts of dif- 
tin& nature, the one called the Sheriffs

. tersor Priviledges granted by feveral 
Kings is a little Common-wealth apart, 
governed not asthe Cities of France, by 
a Nobleman or Gentleman placed there by 
the King; but wholly by .themfelves, 
choofe amongft themfelves their 
own Governor 3; in Cities a Mayor is cho- 
fen , commonly out of 12 Aldermen. In 
fome other Co porations; a Bailiff is cho- 
fen out of acertain’number of mete 
They 
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They are not taxed, but by their own 
Officers of their own Corporation , every: 
trade having fome of their own alwayes of 
the Council ,: to fee that nothing be enacted: 
contrary to their profit. 

Every City by Charter fromthe King 
hath haute moyenne ¢ baffe Fuftice , a ju~ 
risdi@ion amongit themfelves , to judge in 
all matters criminal and civil, onely with 
this reftraint, thatall civit caufes may be 
removed from: their Courts to the Higher 
Courts at Weftmi nfter. 

The Mayor of the City is the Kings 
Lieftenant , and with the Aldermen, and’ 
Common Council (as it were King , Lords 
and Commons in Parliament). can make 
Laws called By-Laws for the Goyerument 
of the City. 

He is for his time (which 1s burtor ene 
year) as it were a Judge to determine ‘m it~ 
rers, and to mitigate the Rigour of the 
Law.

cayes were fo many that in a whole year it 
amounted to 3s. § d. inthe pound, After- 
wards many Holidayes being‘ taken aways 
and the Clergy Means thereby ‘abated, it 
was ordained 25 H, 8. that 25. 9d. in the 
pound of all Rents of Houfes and Shops 
fhould be paid yearly to the Parfon, where- 
unto the Lonionérs did not onely confent™ 
(as they had’good reafon, it being much 
Jefsin the pound then before) but bound 
themfelves by an A& of Common Council 
to perform the fame, ‘and the faid Ordi- 
nance was confirmed in Parliament 27 Hex: 
8. and again 37 Hen. 8. with a power given 
tothe Lord Mayor to commit to prifon any 
Citizen that: -fhrould refufe to pay his 
Tythes and Dues: according to that pro- 
portion. But’fince the Reformation, many 
men willing tothink Tythes a rag-of Pope- 
ry,-or elfe making no confcience-of robbihg 
God; have devifed many bafe and fraudu 
dent wayes by double Leafes, by great Fines 
and. {mall Rents, and: feveral othér wayee 
to-cheat the Law-and thei God, Mal. 3. 8. 
complaint wheredf being “made to King 
Fames 1618. it was declared ‘in his Coury 
of Exchequer by the Barons there, that the 
Enhabitants of London, and of the Liberties 
thereof, ‘ought ftill (according to the afore_ 
mentioned’ A&s) to pay 2's. od, in thé 
pound, according to the true yearly value 
of the Rent of their Houfes ahd Shops from 
timeto time ; “but the Citizens (who think 
20001, per dnnumm not enough fcr an Ala 
derman 
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dcrman or fora Lawyer : and yet 200%, 
too much for a Paftor of a Parifh) oppofing 
the fame, the bufinefs lies yet unettablifhed, 
to the great difhonor of the Reformed Re- 
ligion. 

The Civil Governmentis not (as it is at 
Paris, Rome, Madrid, Vienna, and other 
Capital Cities) by a chief Magiftrate, fome 
Nobleman fet over the City by the King 
or Supreme Governor; or, as it was here, 
in the time of the Romans, when the chief 
Magiftrate was called (as it is itill m 
Rome )the Prefect of London, or, as it was 
inthe time of the Saxons, when he was 
called the Portgreve, that is , Cujfos or 
Guardian, and. fometimes Provo/t of Lon- 
don, butafter the coming in of the Nor- 
mans, the chief Magiftrate was called 
Builive (from the French word Builler, tra- 
dere, committere) that is Commiffariuss or 
one that hath Commiffion to govern others, 
and there were fometimes two Bailiffs of 
London, till King Rich. I. Anno 1189. 
changedthe name of Builiff into MATOR, 
which alfo, being derived from’ the French, 
hath continued ever fince, a Citizen cho- 
fen by the Citizens annually, unlefs fome- 
times for the difloyalty of the Citizens, their 
Priviledges and Franchifes have been taken 
from them, and a Guardian fet over them, 
as was done by Hen: Ik. and Edw.

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Ot far from the Colledgeof Dofors 
Commons, Stood the Colledge of 
Heralds, that is, of fuch.as.axe.to be, Mef-| 
fengers of War and Peace, that are, skil-| 
ful in Defcents, Pedigrees, and-Coars or) 
fe , Armories,| 
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Armories, an Ancient Houfe, built by 
Thomas Stanley, Earl of Derby, who mar- 
ried the Mother of King Henry the Seventh, 
and beftowed by Queen Afary on the Kings 
Heralds , and Purfuivants at Arms for 
ever, to theend thatthey, and their Suc- 
ceffors might dwell together (if they fo 
pleafed) and affemble, confer, and agree 
for.the good Government of their Faculty, 
and that their Records might there fafely 
be preferved, dc. 

. They,were made a Colledge or Corpora - 
tion, by Charter of King Richard the 
Third, and by him had feveral Priviledges 
granted unto them; as, to be free from 
Subfidies, Tolls, and all troublefome Om- 
ces of the Kingdom. ee 

Afterwards, another Charter of Privi- 
Yedges was granted unto this Society by 
King Edward the Sixth, in the third year 
of. His Reign. 

Of this Collegiate Society are firft ; 


three, filed Reges. Armorum Anglorum, 


Kings at Arms, fix called Heralds , and, 
four Purfuivants.at Arms. 

Among the, Kings at. Arms; the firft 
and principal is called Garter , inftituted 
by King Henry. the Fifth, whofe office 1s to 
attend, the Knights of the Garter at their So- 
lemnities, and to Marfhal.the Solemutties 
atthe Funerals; ofvall the higher. Nobility 
of: England, tocadvertife thofe that are 
chofens of| their new Ele@ion, to call/on 
then: to berinftalled. at Windfor, to caufe 
theis Arms to be hung up upon their 
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The peefent State. 
‘Seats there, to.carty the Garter to Kings 
and Princes beyond the Seas’; for which 
purpofe, he was wont to be joyned in Com- 
miflion with’ fome Principal Peer-of the 
Rea lm, RRC. 

The next is Clavéncieux, fo' called from 
the Duke. of Clarence, to whom he firft 
belonged ; for Lionel,Third Sonto Edward 
the Third , marrying the daughter and 
heir of the Earl of wifter in Ireland, had 
with her the Honor of Clare‘in the County 
of Iwomond, whereupon he was afterwards 
created Duke of Clarence, or the Territory. 
about Clare, which Dukedom efcheating 
to. King Edward the Fourth, by the death 
of His Brother George; Duke of Clarence, 
He made this ‘Herald, who -properly be- 
Jonged-to that Duke, a King at Arms, 
and named. him Clarentieux in French, 
and Clarentiusin Latin, His Office isto 
marfhal and difpofe thé Funerals of all 
the lower Nobility, as, Baronets, Knights, 
Efquires, and Gentlemen on the South-fide 
of Trent, and therefore fometimes called 
Surroy or Southroy. 

‘The third King at Arms is: Norroy or 
Northroy,' whofe Office is to dothelike on 
all the North-fide of Trent, 

The two laft are called Provincial He- 
valdsy England being by them divided into 
two Provitices.

Seven Danifh Kings, and fome Kings of 
Norway, and of Sweden, and fome of 
England, before the Conqueft, have had. 
thename of Harold, which is all one (faith 
Verflegan) with-Herald. 

’ Thefe have no certain Province under 
them, but by turns wait upon the Kings at, 
Arms, and have part of their Fees. 

Of thefe Heralds in England, there 
were anciently many, and fo likewife of 
Purfuivants, whereof at prefent, there are 
but four thus named, Rouge Crofs, Rouge 
Dragon; Portculli¢e, and Blewmantle, from: 
fuch Badges heretofore worn by them, as 
itis thought, 

The fervice of thefe, and of the He- 
ralds, and of the whole Colledge,: is ufed: 
in marfhalling and ordering Coronati-. 
ons, Marriages, Chriftnings, Funerals,

All thefe receive Annual Stipends out 
of the Kings Exchequer. They are all to 
be Gentlemen at the leaft, and the Six 
Heralds are exprefly made Efquires by 
the King , when they are created He- 
ralds. 

Anciently the Kings. at Arms were 
Created, and folemnly Crowned by the 
Kings of England themfelves, and the 
Heralds and Purfuivants. had their Crea 
tions from the Kings hand ; but of later 
times the Earl Marfhal hath had .a {pecial 
Com miffion for every particular Creation, 
and to do all that before was done by the 
King,

Thefe Colledges have within their pwn 
Walls, ke@ures, Difputations , all Pro- 
feffions and Liberal Sciences read and 
taught, and in fome of thems ‘Publick 
Ledures for all Comers, ‘and large Salaries 
for the Readérs ; infomuch, that they féem 
fo many compleat Univerfities, and are not 
snferior to fome of our Neighbor Coun- 
treys.

At prefent, the Degrees in thofe 
Three Profeflions are called Bachelars and 
Dodors,.onely inthe Arts, Bachelar and 
Mujftcr-: Yet isit not to befuppofed, That 
“Betaufe. in ‘Mufick’, ‘one ‘of the: Liberal 
Arts, he that takes the fecond Degree, ds 
ufually now ‘filed a Dodfor, therefore"to 
bé preterced before a Mafter of Arts, who 
is Do&cr of all the Liberal Arts; yet 
Men,. otherwife Learned, have fometimes 
rommitted fuch Errors by their Ignorance 
“urwords and names..

Every.year, at the. Act, or time of com- 
pleating the Degree of Maffer, both in the

the forementioned. Degrees, becaufe it 1s 
mich longer theti. what Is required in any 
Foreign Univerfity; fhall here be fet down 
more particularly. 

 Totake the Degree of Bachelar in Arts, 
istéquired four years, and three years more 
for tobe Mafter of Arts. . 

Totake the Degree of Doitor of Divi- 
nity, the Student mutt neceflarily , firft, 
have taken the Degree of Afafer of Arts, 
and then-after feveryears more, he is cap- 
able of being Bzchelar in Divinity, andthen 
four- years more isrequifite beforethe De~ 
tee of Doeffor can be had. 

To. take the Degiee of Doctor of Laws, 
the more ordinary way is, in threeyears 
after Maftcr of Arts, one may be capable 
of the Degree Of Bachelar, and in four years 
more of Doétor of Lawsys the like for Dodor 
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The Exercifes required ‘for taking thefé 
Degrees are many, and difficult .enou hy 
yet not {uch but that may be performed in 
lefs.time, by.any-Mén of good abilities : 
But it was the Wifdom of our Anceftors fo 
to order, that before thofe degrees were 
conferred “upon any, and they allowed to 
practice, they might firft gain Judgment 
and Difcretion, which comes with: Time 
and Yéars, and perhaps, that thofe of 
flower parts might, by Time and Induftry, 
make themfelves capable of that Honor, 
as well as thofe of quicker abilities, ....
